tion in a time of war. Sir Robert Ce- 
cil said that it would be’ criminal to 
distegard the voice of Women in pos 
war problems. 

It is not difficult to imagine an en- 
tirely different order of things in 
Britain, since before the .war ‘there 
were 1,300,000 more women than 
there were wen. This majority in 
population will be increased by many 
hundreds'of thousands when the war 
is ended, making wonien electors the 
vast majority. Let us hope for a 
time at least that not too many radi- 
cal militants will shave the control 
of the reins of government, to the ex- 
clusion of steadier going and more 
ardly convinced men such as Lloyd 
icorge. and Herbert Asquith. 

After their long concerted fight, 
the joy of this sudden victory is 
enough to make the British women 
lose a little of the reason and judg- 
ment and excellent self-control which 
they have exerted during tle  Jast 
three years.

This 
branch secures and. distributes farm, 
domestic and harvest labor by. means 
of employment . bureaus, and by 
Working in conjunction , with the 
transportation and ,iminigration au- 
thorities, . 

In. the promotion, formation and 
conducting of agricultural co-opera- 
tive associations advice and assis> 
tance is renderéd: by the .co-opera- 
tive organizations branch, which. was 
formed in ‘1911. --Paniphicts are also 
issued from time to {ime on agricul- 
tural co-operative work, such as live- 
stock marketing, commilnity breed- 
ing, and so on. 

Assistance is rendered the’ farmer 
in. 4. similfr manner by the depart- 
ments of agriculture. of ‘Alberta, 
Manitoba and the Dominion govern 
ment, and.also by, the Canadian Pa- 
cifie railway company, differing: only 
jn’ detail from that described in’ the 
foregoing. ‘The last named also has 
a sclaee by which “the new settler 
with limited capital is enabled to have
